THE SCHEDULED AREAS (PART B STATES) ORDER, 1950 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-paragraph (1) of 
paragraph 6 of the Fifth Schedule to the Constitution of India, the 
President is pleased to make the following Order, namely : — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Scheduled Areas (Part B 
States) Order, 1950. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. The areas specified below are hereby declared to be the 
Scheduled Areas within the States specified in Part B of the First 
Schedule to the Constitution : —
